THS CONSCRIPTION.

been made under the Conscription Act, 
among them the following: 


let.—Any person claiming exemption 


from the draft by reason of any di.-.ibiliiy 
bus the righl to have the question of hi* 
disability sub.nilted to lhe board of enroll- 
ment, whose dcci.-ion is final.

on lo furnish a substitute.

2d.—Drafted persons who dcsiro to pre- 


sent sub-litutes, will give written notice to- 
tho Board that on su<-h a day they will 
present a substitute, giving his name, resi- 
dence and age, and alating whether he in 
an alien or a citizen. Tho substitute may 
be presented ntany time before tlie day for 
being at the rendezvous. As thesubsiinito 
is to. bo on precisely tho same looting •'» 
other soldiers his qualifications must be Iho 
same.

of ?300 as an equivalent for military scrvico 
has been decided upon, and tho payment 
of said amount will relievo the drafted per- 
son from further liability under that draft.
